Hearing was’ commenced before 
Mr. W. Schofield at the Kowloon 
Magistracy yesterday afternoon of 
the case wherein. cight Chineso are 
charged with receiving 40 pigs, 
knowing the same to have been 
stolen or unlawfully obtained, 
outside the waters of.the Colony 
on April 24.0! 

Mr, A. E, Hall appeared for the 
prosecution, and Mr, Hin Shing’ Lo 
represented the défendarts: 

Describing the circumstances of 
the case, Mr. Hall sald that three. 
consignments of pigs were sent 
dy the proprictor of the Ho Hon 
flealers, of the Hoi Fung district, 
on April 19, the consignecs being 
the Kwong On Yuen firm of Hong- 
kong. The pigs were sent in 
three junks, the first containing 
33 animals, the second 25 snd the 


portant. 

The third consignment was the 
last to leave Hoi Fung and on the 
following morning, the crew of 
the second junk heard the reports 
of gun fire from behind, - On look- 
ing back they saw the third junk 
Deing attacked by pirates, - 

The order was given for the 
other two boat londs of pigs ‘to 
proceed with all possible speed 
to their destination and on arrival 
in Hongkong, the occurrence was 
reported to the son ‘of the von- 
signee, 


Pigs Landed, “

QUESTION OF ESTATE , 
DISTRIBUTION, 


Evidence as to the dates of birth 
of the two plaintiffs in tho 
Mortyage case, was’ given in the 
Supreme’ Court this’ morning 
before the acting Chief Justice, 
Mr. J. R. Wood, when the action, 
which was commenced on Monday 
morning, was continued, 

The plaintiffs, Loo Kwong-lam 
and Loo Kwong-hin ask for 4 
mortgage of $400,000 on Hongkong 
property to be set aside ‘on the 
grounds that they had not reached 
their majority when they entered 
into the mortgage, and that they 


have received no benefit. 


The plaintiffs’ case is being eou- 
ducted by Mr. Eldon Potter, K.C,, 
together with Mr. H. G. Sheldon, 
instructed by Mr, D, L. Strellett, 
and Mr. F.C. Jenkin, instructed 
by Mr. G. GN. Tinson, is defend- 
ing, the defence. being: that the 
plaintifs were at all material 
times of full age. : 

In this opening address’ Mr, 
Potter stated that the mortgage 
was entered into in February [925 
when the plaintiffs were’ under 
age, Loo Kwong-lum he said wag 
born on April 26th, 1904, and Loo 
RKwong-hiti on August 2nd, 1005. 
Evidence was called in which these 
dates of birth were corroborated. 

A woman witness, who said she

Lo Kau, to whom the property be- 


longed before his death in Macao 


in 1907, said she was married in 
Canton at the age of 19, but did 
not go to her husband in Macao 
until she was 28,

both plaintiffs had lived in Macao 
from the date of their birth’ till 
the present time. The first plain-
